$$$$Si$2$$ Hereas His Majeſty and this Boord are informed of the bold an { open repair made to ſeveral places, 
and eſpecially to Her Majeſties Chappel at Somerſet. Houſe, and che Houſes of Forreign Amb adots, 


W Agents, and other Publick Miniſters, for the hearing of Maſs, and other Worſhip and Service of 
4 the Rewiſh Church; and that the ſaid Ambaſſadors, Agents, and Miniſters, do permit and ſuffer 
58 both daily Maſſes to be ſaid, and other Worſhip and Service to be performed in their Houſes, in a 
nns publick manner, by Exgliſt, Scotiſp, and Iriſh Prieſts, and alſo Sermons in Engiiſh to be Preached 
a in their ſaid Houſes and Chappels, which the Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom do expre ſly 
forbid His ſubjects to frequent or do: His Majeſty taking theſame into ſerious Conſideration, and being ſenſible 
thereof, as a matter highly tending to the violation of the Laws of the Realm, and the ſcandal of Religion and Go. 
vernment, and breach of good Order, and in His Prigcely Wiſdom weighing the dangerous Conſequence thereof, is 
Reſolved to take ſtri& Order for the ſtopping this evil before it ſpread any further. 
His Majeſty therefore, by the advice of 2 Council, doth hereby forbid any of His ſaid ſubjects hereafter to offend 


in the like kind, at thei {perils 3 And ſtrai 4 That no. o r: preſumn to Reſatr xa Hes Majeſtics - 
Chappel, burfuch. AI . tor e Port ion and Order may be the more 


effeQual, His Majeſty doth Command, that foraſmuch as concerneth the repair to the houſes of forreign Ambaſla- 
dots, Agents and Miniſters, at the tine of Maſs, or other Remiſh Worthip or Service, ſome Meſſengers of the Cham- 
ber, or other Officers or perſons fit for that ſervice, be appointed to Watch at the ſeveral e e to their Houſes, and 
without catring into the ſaid houſes, or inyading the Freedom and Priviledges belonging unto them, obſerve ſuch perſons 
as go thither at ſuch times, without ſtopping or queſtioning any as they gothither,but at their coming from thence, they 
are to apprehend and bring the ſaid perſons tothe Boord, and ſuch as they cannot apprehend, to bring their Names, And 
that the Ambaſſadors and other Forreign Miniſters may have no cauſe to complain for this Procceding , as if there were 
any intention to wrong or diſteſpect them, His Majeſty doth likewiſe order, for the preventing of any ſuch miſtaking and 
ſiniſter interpretation, that His principal Secretaries of State (according unto His Majeſties expreſs Commands now gi- 
ven unto them) ſhould be hereby authorized and required forthwith to repair to the ſaid Ambaſſadors, Agents, and other 
torreign Miniſters, to make known unto them His Majeſties Pleaſure y the ſame 3 And that as His Majeſty is 
careful not to have any the juſt Priviledges and Immuaities of the ſaid Ambaſſadors, Agents, or Miniſters, to be in 
any degree infringed or violated, ſo in the aforeſaid particulars of permitting Maſſes or other Service to be ſaid by any 
of the laid Prieſts, or Sermons to be preached in Eng/tſh in their Houſes or Chappels (things never heard of or attemp- 
ted by any precedent Ambaſſadorsor Agents here) or in ſuffering His ſubjects to reſort unto them, His Majeſty is no leſs 
careful of preſerving His Laws, and conteining His Subjects in their due obedience to the ſame , and doth therefore exe 
ect the faid Ambaſſadors , Agents and Minifters{compliance accordingly. And hereof His Majefly thinks fit thar 
otice ſhould be firſt given to the ſaid publick Miniſters (the rather to teſtific His Reſpects unto them ) before the 
ſtricter courſe His Majeſty hath reſolved, be taken with His own Subject, by a vigorous Proſecution, and Infliction of 
Penalties and Puniſhments for the preventing and repreſſing the like hereafter, f 
And it is likewiſe Ordered, that the Maſſengers of the Chamber, or others to be imployed in the ſervice before ſpecified, 
ſhall be appointed, and receive their Charge from the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord Biſhop of London, and 
the ſaid Secretaries, or ſome of them, who are to take ſpecial care to ſee this put in due and effectual Execution.
